I  have  the  honour  to  eoiniminieate  for  tlie  iiiforination  of 
the  Ifural  District  Council  of  Melhourii  my  Annual  Eeport  for 
the  year  1900,  and  according  to  my  usual  practice  I  first  pass  in 
review  the  vital  statistics  of  the  year. 

1.— VITAL  STATISTICS. 


The  number  of  deaths  which  have  been  registered  in  the 
several  parishes  is  132 ;  to  this  number  must  be  added  those 
deaths  which  have  occurred  outside  the  district  belonging  thereto, 
viz. — one  iiiAddenbrooke’s  Hospital, nine  in  thelJnion Workhouse, 
and  two  in  the  County  Asylum,  respectively,  making  a  corrected 
total  of  144,  Avhich  on  the  published  Census  return  of  1891  and 
the  corrections  supplied  to  me  by  the  Superintendent  Registrar 
gives  a  death-rate  from  all  causes  and  at  all  ages  per  1000 
living  per  annum  of  15’3.  The  death-rate  in  England  and 
Wales  for  the  same  period  is  given  at  18*3  in  the  Summary  of 
the  Registrar  General  contained  in  the  Appendix  to  his  Report 
for  the  last  quarter  of  the  year. 

Deaths  in  the  group  of  zymotic  diseases  in  the  District  have 
been  from  Typhoid  Fever,  2 ;  Whooping  Cough,  2  ;  and 
Diarrhoea,  2  ;  total  6 ;  equal  to  a  death-rate  from  these  diseases 
of  0*6  per  thousand  living  per  annum.  There  have  also  occurred 
eight  deaths  from  Influenza. 

The  total  number  of  births  registered  is  205,  equal  to  a 
birth-rate  of  21*4  per  thousand  living  per  annum.  The  birth¬ 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  the  same  period  is  given  at  28*9. 

Tlie  ratio  of  deaths  under  one  year  of  age  to  one  thousand 
registered  births  is  112  which  is  a  much  liigher  rate  of  infantile 
mortality  than  during  the  previous  year.

There  is  a  marked  increase  in  tlio  general  mortality  over 
lliat  of  tlie  previous  year^  and  also  in  tlie  particular  diseases 
followings  viz. — BroncliitiSs  &c.,  Plitliisis  and  Cancer.  For  the 
two  latter  the  death-rates  are  respectively  I'O  and  0’9. 


2.— DISEASE  INCIDENCE. 

Notifiable  diseases  have  been  very  much  fewei's  especially 
Scarlet  Feveig  than  during  the  preceding  year. 

With  regard  to  Scarlet  Feveiy  one  case  notified  at  Whaddon 
in  April  was  that  of  a  child  who  had  come  from  London  where 
Measles  or  German  Measles  was  prevailing^  and  when  first 
medically  visited  presented  the  distinct  rash  of  the  latter  disease^ 
but  very  shortly  afterwards  the  rash  of  Scarlet  Fever  was 
superimposed.  Taking  dates  into  consideration  it  seems  almost 
certain  that  the  former  disease  was  contracted  in  London  and 
the  latter  at  Whaddon.  As  the  Scarlet  Fever  cannot  be  very 
well  accounted  for  it  may  be  stated  that  the  child  was  in  the 
habit  of  visiting  a  cottage  in  the  village  where  Scarlet  Fever  had 
been  present  during  the  previous  year  and  it  is  jjossible  that  the 
infection  had  lingered  in  some  material  wdiicli  had  escaped 
disinfection  at  this  cottage.  One  case  at  Steeple  Morden  in  Jul}’ 
was  that  of  a  farm  labourer  avIio  occasionally  acted  as  a  drover 
and  in  the  latter  capacity  had  visited  several  places  including 
Hoyston  and  Whaddoip  but  so  far  as  can  be  ascertained  had 
Ausited  no  infected  house.  Tavo  cases  Avere  notified  at  Melbouri] 
in  October  in  the  same  house  Avhen  the  same  tAvo  patients  had 
the  same  disease  four  years  ago.  Four  cases  in  one  household 
Avere  notified  at  Great  Chishall  in  December.  Inquiry  into  the 
circumstances  of  these  latter  cases  led  to  the  belief  that  there  had 
been  a  succession  of  unrecognised  and  therefore  unnotified  cases 
in  the  Au’llage  since  the  return  home  in  the  late  summer  of  a  girl 
Avho  had  been  on  a  visit  to  Baldock  and  Avas  taken  ill  immediately 
•fifterAvards  Avith  a  disease  Avhich  is  noAv  thought  to  haAm  been 
Scarlet  Fever.  It  is  not  unlikely  that  the  cases  notified  Avould 
have  escaped  attention  but  for  the  circumstance  that  one  of 
the  affected  children  Avas  taken  ill  in  the  schoolroom.  One  case 
in  December^  Arliich  occurred  at  Meldreth^  Avas  that  of  a  girl 
who  had  been  liAung  at  Royston^  but  no  history  of  exposure  to 
infection  could  be  elicited. 


Four  L'usc.s  of  Diplitlioria  in  tour  liousoliolds  luivo  bcLUi 
iiotifiocl.  'Two  cusc's  in  two  Iiousoliokls  ut  lUirring’toii  wcih' 
notitied  in  the  iniddlo  of  April  and  the  end  of  June  respectivxJy. 
'Die  orio'in  of  infection  in  the  tirst  case  conld  not  be  accounted  for.

'IJie  second  case  conld  be  traced  wdtli  some  degree  of  probability 
to  infection  at  Wimpole  where  there  wnis  a  liistory  of  the  existence 
of  some  cases  of  this  disease.  One  case  in  July  at  Steeple 
Morden  wnis  that  of  a  boy  who  attended  school  at  Asliw^ell  where 
there  is  a  history  of  a  child  recovering  from  this  disease  returning 
to  school  and  is  adverted  to  in  my  report  for  that  district.  One 
case  at  Shepreth  in  the  middle  of  November  wms  that  of  a  child 
who  had  been  some  wmeks  before  residing  at  Chesterton  where 
Diphtheria  was  present^  but  the  infection  could  not  be  distinctly 
traced  to  this  source. 


Two  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  in  two  households  were 
notified  at  Melbourip  one  in  May  and  the  other  in  December. 
The  earlier  case  which  ended  fatally  occurred  at  Melbonrn  Moor 
at  a  house  where  the  Avater  supply  Avas  found  to  be  highly 
polluted;  no  other  source  of  infection  could  be  traced.  The 
second  case  occurred  in  a  part  of  the  High  Street  Avhere  cases  of 
Typhoid  FoAmr  have  been  occurring  from  time  to  time  for  the 
past  seAmral  years.  In  regard  to  this  case  it  is  remarkable  that 
the  Avater  supply  on  chemical  analysis  Avas  proAmd  to  be  unpolluted 
Avith  organic  matter^  from  Avhich  and  other  examples  I  am 
inclined  to  think  that  chemical  analysis  alone  is  not  a  sufficient 
guarantee  of  freedom  from  disease  germs. 

It  Avill  be  obserAmd  in  the  mortality  Schedule  of  Table  IV. 
that  two  deaths  from  this  disease  are  recorded.  One  has  already 
been  referred  to  above  ;  the  other  occured  at  KneesAvorth  and 
although  the  disease  proved  fatal  during  January  of  the  year 
under  revieAv  its  inception  and  notification  occurred  in  December 
1899. 

School  closure_,  school  exclusion^  isolation  at  home  and 
disinfection  haAm  been  the  precautionary  measures  adopted. 

Representatives  of  the  Joint  Hospital  Board  for  the 
Mel  bourn  and  AsliAvell  Rural  and  Royston  Urban  Districts 
rcspecti\mly,  Avhich  Avas  established  by  ProAdsional  Order  at  the 
close  of  the  year  1898^  held  an  informal  conference  Avith  the 
Medical  and  Architectural  Departments  of  the  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  Board  at  'W^hitehallj  on  ThnrsdaAg  January  4th^  and 
nlterfdions  in  tlu'  building  ])hms  w('rc‘  snggesti'd,  nnd  tin* 
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|)lciiis  as  altered  were  sanctioned  liy  tlie  Local  Government 
lloard.  Tlie  Joint  Hospital  Board  agreed  at  tlieir  last  meeting 
tliaL  the  cost  of  the  wdiole  scheme  was  so  large,  a  portion 
only  of  it  should  he  ])roceeded  Avitii,  viz  :  the  administrative 
hlock,  one  ward  block,  laundry  and  mortuary,  together  with 
the  necessary  fencim>*  and  drainage. 

3.— WATER  SUPPLY. 

In  consequence  of  a  complaint  to  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances 
from  the  residents  at  the  Moor,  Melhourn,  that  the  water  from 
the  well  supplying  their  cottages  was  discoloured  and  unfit  for 
di'inking,  the  Avell  was  cleaned  out  by  order  of  the  District 
Council,  but  as  the  residents  still  refused  to  drink  the  water  a 
sample  was  taken  for  analysis  and  found  to  be  polluted.  At  the 
sugg’estion  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  a  forty  gallon  tank 
Avas  provided  to  catch  the  rain  Avater,  and  the  residents  advised 
to  discontinue  the  use  of  the  Avell  Avater  for  other  than  domestic 
purposes.  A  systematic  inspection  of  the  Avater  supply  of  this 
village  has  been  commenced  during  the  year  and  Avill  be 
continued  from  time  to  time  as  opportunity  alloAvs, 

At  Litlington  in  consequence  of  complaints  as  to  the  pollution 
of  a  Avell  at  a  cottage  in  Silver  Street  OAving  to  being  improperly 
covered,  the  Avell  Avas  cleaned  out,  the  pump  repaired,  a  neAv 
cover  provided,  and  a  drain  near  by  diverted.  Another  Avell  at 
some  cottages  nearby  Avas  cleaned  out  and  domed  over  Avith 
brickAvork. 

An  accident  similar  to  the  one  mentioned  in  my  report  for 
the  year  1898,  occurred  to  the  Avater  supply  near  the  school 
during  November.  The  reservoir  Avas  j)umped  out  and  the 
Avater course  cleared. 

In  consequence  of  the  order  of  the  Authority  to  close  the 
Avell  at  the  White  Horse,  Melbonrn,  as  mentioned  in  my  report 
tor  the  year  1899,  a  fresh  boring  has  been  made  to  a  depth  of 
about  30  ft.,  the  upper  part  of  Avhich  has  been  piped  and 
])uddled  Avitli  cement,  and  a  satisfactory  supply  has  been  obtained. 

At  Great  Chishall  in  consequence  of  complaints  as  to  the 
offensive  state  of  the  Avater  from  the  public  tap  in  the  High 
Street,  Avhich  is  supplied  from  the  reservoir  at  the  Stonk,^^  an 
inspection  of  the  reservoir  was  ordered  by  the  Council.  The 
water  in  the  reservoir  Avas  found  to  be  good,  Avhereupon  the 
supply  pipe  from  the  reservoir  to  tap  was  examined  and  in  several 
places  indications  of  leakage  from  the  pipe  into  the  surrounding 
soil  disc(A\  e]'ed.

'rii('  ([lU'stioii  of  :i  itior('  ample'  siip])l_v  to  this  ^’illal>■(',  adve'rtc'd 
to  frequently  in  iny  past  reports^  has  occupied  for  a  consider¬ 
able  time  the  continuous  atteution  of  a  specially  appointed 
Committee  of  the  Council ;  the  results  of  their  deliberations 
are  appended  in  the  report  reproduced  below  : — 


The  Committee  appointed  to  further  consider  tlie  Chishall 
Water  Supply  desire  to  report  that  they  held  a  meeting  at 
Chishall  on  August  20th,  Dr.  Anningson  being  present.  The 
Committee  found  that  the  deep  well  supply  was  in  working 
order.  The  pipes  from  the  reservoir  were  blocked.  The 
(Jommittee  consider  it  important  to  keep  up  the  supply  from 
the  reservoir  to  the  tap  in  the  village  street,  and  it  was  decided 
to  appl}^  to  Messrs.  Collin  A  Adams  and  ask  on  what  terms  the 
(uvner  of  the  Loft  Hall  Estate  would  be  prepared  to  put  the 
pipes  in  order  and  provide  a  continuous  supply.  The  Committee 
are  not  of  opinion  that  this  water  will  ever  2)rove  satisfactory 
for  drinking  purposes,  but  it  is  desirable  to  keep  up  the  supply 
for  domestic  purposes.  The  proposal  made  by  Mr.  Wilkes’ 
solicitors  in  their  letter  of  24th  of  September  that  the  Council 
should  pay  a  rent  of  £15  a  year  for  6  years  appears  to  your 
Committee  an  unreasonable  and  excessive  rent  to  demand  for 
this  supply.  The  Committee  then  proceeded  to  make  inquiries 
with  a  view  to  supplementing  the  supply  of  drinking  water.  It 
was  decided  that  in  view  of  the  heavy  expense  which  would  be 
incurred  l)y  putting  pumps  into  the  deep  well  and  the  objection 
raised  l)y  Dr.  Anningson  to  the  position  adjoining  the  Church¬ 
yard  that  every  other  possible  source  should  be  considered. 
The  Committee  examined  the  spring  at  Chishall  Hall  Farm 
which  provides  a  small  but  constantly  flowing  stream,  and 
requested  Dr.  Anningson  to  have  the  same  analysed  by  the 
County  Analyst. 

The  Analyst  has  reported  that  the  water  was  polluted  liy 
sewage  and  was  unfit  for  drinking  purposes. 

It  seemed  probable  however  that  other  springs  exist  in  the 
line  of  country  between  Hall  Farm  and  Heydon,  where  a 
satisfactory  supply  is  o})tained. 

The  Committee  have  therefore  obtained  Lord  Hampden’s 
jicrmission  to  make  experimental  borings  in  the  meadow 
o])posito  Chishall  Hall,  and  they  have  consulted  Mr.  Feathorl)y 
(successor  to  IMr.  Ingold,  of  Dishop  Stortford),  and  after 
meeting  IMr.  Featlier]:)y  on  the  spot  have  fixed  upon  two  places 
for  ])orings  to  take  place.  The  Committee  think  that  a  good 
supply  may  ])Ossibly  l)e  found  at  a  depth  of  30  or  40  feet,  that 
the  position  is  one  likely  to  be  entirely  free  from  surface 
contamination,  that  the  water  could  be  raised  at  small  expense 
by  a  wind  motor  and  conveyed  in  pipes  along  the  roadside  to 
the  centre  of  the  village,  a  distance  of  about  300  yards.  Tlie 
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Drainage. 


(^)lnlnittee  think  it  wise  to  cany  out  these  experimental  borings 
and  have  therefore  obtained  an  estimate  from  Mr.  Featherby. 

Your  Committee  make  the  following  recommendations  to 
the  Council  : — 

1.  That  the  account  of  the  County  Analyst  for  the  analysis 
of  water  from  Chishall  Hall  be  paid. 

2.  That  a  reply  to  the  letter  of  the  Local  Government 
Board  be  sent  stating  the  steps  that  had  been  taken  in  the 
matter  of  water  supply. 

3.  That  two  experimental  borings  be  made  at  Great 
(hiishall  upon  the  sites  selected. 

4.  That  Mr.  Feather  by ’s  estimate  for  making  the  borings 
1)0  accepted,  the  same  not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  seven  pounds 
each. 

The  a])Ove  recommendations  have  been  adopted  by  tiie 
District  Council  and  are  ]iow  being'  carried  into  effect. 

At  Steeple  Morden  a  well  on  private  property  was  found  to 
be  improperly  covered.  The  attention  of  the  owner  having  been 
called  to  this  defect  a  new  cover  was  fitted  and  new  gearing 
provided. 

Certificates  under  the  Public  Health  (Water)  AcC  1878^ 
have  been  granted  for  occuiDation  of  houses  at  Barrington^ 
Foxton^  Melbourne  Meldreth  and  Shepreth. 

The  District  Council  supported  the  action  of  the  Cambridge¬ 
shire  County  Council  in  resisting  the  proposals  in  the  Bills  before 
the  last  session  of  Parliament  of  the  South  Essex  Water  Company 
and  the  South  Essex  W ater  Boards  to  take  supplies  from  the 
neighbourhood  of  Heydon  in  this  district  and  from  certain  parts 
of  the  adjoining  County  of  Essex  whereby  the  Council  were 
advised  that  the  chalk  springs  along  the  Cam  valley  which  are 
an  important  source  of  water  to  many  of  the  villages  in  the 
district  was  seriously  threatened.  7lt  the  recpiest  of  the  County 
Council  I  prepared  proofs  and  attended  on  several  occasions 
before  the  Lords^  Committee  on  the  Bills.  I  am  pleased  to  say 
that  the  Lords^  Committee  found  that  tile  preambles  of  neither 
of  the  bills  were  proved. 

4.— SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

Not  much  seAverage  Avork  has  been  required  in  the  district. 

At  PoAvlmere  a  nuisance  in  the  public  ditch  caused  by  a 
deposit  at  the  outfall  of  a  slop  drain  to  seAmral  cottages  has  been 
partially  abated  by  diAmrsion  of  the  slop  drain  to  a  greater 
distance  from  the  houses. 


5.  REMOVAL  OF  REFUSE. 

With  regard  to  the  removal  of  refuse  it  might  be  worth 
while  for  the  Council  to  consider  whether  systematic  scavengering* 
might  not  be  instituted  in  several  of  the  larger  villages  in  the 
district. 

6.— POLLUTION  OF  STREAMS  AND  WATERCOURSES. 

At  'Whaddon  in  consequence  of  complaints  as  to  smells 
fi’om  a  ditch  at  Dyers  Green,  the  ditch  lias  lieen  cleaned  out. 


7._PREMISES  regulated  by  sanitary 

AUTHORITIES. 

'Two  commuications  have  been  received  from  H.  M.  inspector 
of  Factories  as  to  nuisances  at  workshops  in  Alelbourn,  arising 
from  in  one  instance  the  dilapidated  state  of  the  floor  and 
ceiling  of  the  workroom,  and  in  the  other  from  overcrowding’. 
The  former  was  abated  by  repairing*  the  floor  and  ceiling*,  and 
the  latter  by  the  provision  of  an  additional  workroom.  The 
Slauo’hter-houses,  Dairies  and  Co^vsheds  in  the  district  have  been 
visited  at  regular  periods,  and  in  several  instances  lime-washing 
and  cleansing  have  been  ordered  and  duly  carried  out. 

8. -HOUSE  SANITATION. 

At  Thri])l()w  the  nuisance  mentioned  in  my  re})ort  for  tlu‘ 
year  1899  has  been  abated  by  filling  iqi  the  old  well,  providing 
a  new  well  at  a  distance  from  the  old  well,  taking  up,  cleansing 
and  relaying  the  drains  with  cement  joints  mid  the  disconnecMon 
of  the  bath  waste  from  the  soil  pi]ie 

At  Alelbourn  a  nuisance  caused  by  the  overflow  of  yard 
drainage  into  the  roadway  has  been  reported  and  on  notice  from 
the  Inspector  of  Xnisances  has  been  abated. 

At  Litlington  a  nuisance  caused  bv  the  drain  to  several 
(‘Ottages  becoming  blocked  has  l)een  abated  by  the  provision 
of  a  new  drain. 

At  Barrington  a  nuisance,  caused  by  defective'  ])rivies  and 
the  blocking  of  the  slop  water  drain  to  several  cottages  on  the 
Green,  has  been  abated  by  the  substitution  of  pail  closets  for  tlu' 
])rivies,  filling  up  the  privy  pits,  and  ])roviding  a  new  drain. 
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At  Mc'ldroth  a  iiin’sanco  was  caused  l)y  tlie  occnj^aiits  of 
several  cottages  depositing  their  slop  Avater  in  the  ash  ^Dits^  in  the 
absence  of  suitable  land  for  the  purpose.  On  representation  the 
owners  purchased  an  additional  piece  of  gronnd_,  had  neAV  asli  pits 
made  at  a  greater  distance  from  the  cottages^  the  old  ash  pits 
filled  lip,  and  a  cesspool  proAnded  for  the  slop  Avater. 

At  Barrington,  Bassingbourn,  Great  Chishall,  Shepreth  and 
Steeple  Aforden  respectiAmlj  cottages  AAdiich  Avere  reported  as 
being  dilapidated  haA^e  been  satisfactorily  repaired. 


9.  PERMISSIVE  ACTS. 

Tlie  only  one  of  the  PermissiAm  Acts  in  force  in  the  district 
is  the  Infections  Diseases  (hfotifi cation)  Act,  1889.  It  might  be 
Avorth  the  consideration  of  the  Council  Avhether  the  adoption  of 
the  Infections  Diseases  (PreA’ention)  Act,  1890,  and  the  Public 
Healtli  Acts  (Amendment)  Act,  1890,  AAmnkl  not  be  beneficial  to 
the  district. 


STATISTICAL  TABLES. 

It  will  l)e  seen  that  the  Statistical  Tables  required  by  the 
Local  GoAmrnment  Board  haim  been  completely  altered.  I  ho^Ae 
that  the  explanatory  notes  Avill  suffice  to  make  them  intelligible. 
Table  11.  is  omitted  by  direction  of  the  Local  Goyernment  Board 
as  needless  for  small  and  nndiyided  Districts.  The  Inspectors 
record  of  Avork  is  appended  hereto.
